ALLIES FOUR MILES 
INTO NORTH KOREA 


By OLEN CLEMENTS 

TOKYO, April 4 (AP)—An 
Allied task force drove four miles 
north of the Red Korean border 
today against heavy Communist 
resistance. 

A field dispatch said the task 
force met heavy Red mortar fire 
and some artillery fire near Top- 
yong, four miles north of the 
border Un the western front, but 
it drove ahead. 

Anether Allied force nearby 
punched two miles into Red Ko- 
rea in the Yongpyong area. 

Earlier reports said an Ameri- 
ean patrol had crossed the thirty- 
eighth parallel on the central 
front and routed Chinese Reds 
from two hills. The patrol was 
probing the outer areas of a huge 
Red build-up where almost half 
a million Communist troops were 
massed for an expected offensive. 

Red Jet Destroyed. 

The strong force which crossed 
the parallel Tuesday along a 10- 
mile stretch of the western front 
withdrew by nightfall under 
heavy fire. 

In the air, American Saber jets 
destroyed one Russian-type MIG- 
15 jet fighter and damaged two 
others Wednesday in a swirling 
dogfight near the Manchurian 
border. 

The air battle, like the one the 
day before, was fought near 
Sinuiju south of the Yalu river. 
Twelve F-86 Saber jets tangled 
with eight red-nosed MIGs. The 
Communists broke off and raced 
to refuge in their Manchurian 
sanctuary. 

In two days the Sabers have 
knocked down four MIGs and 
damaged seven others. No Allied 
losses have been reported. Offi- 
cial pictures raised Tuesday’s toll 
to three destroyed and five dam- 


ed. 
Pianes Bag Four Tanks. 
Other Allied planes ripped into 
Communist ground forces and 
supply lines. They destroyed four 
tanks, six trucks and five rail- 
road cars in 270 sorties flown by 


noon. 

Fighters and dombers ham- 
mered the Red transport network. 
Several direct hits were scored 
on the Sonchon rail yards.

26 and March 15, the Bureau of 
Lazor Statistics estimated today 
on the basis of a survey in eight 
cities.

“I only remember shooting Bil!

The shootings occurred at 
Shockley’s farm four miles south- 
east of Conway, Mo. Conway is 
25 miles northeast of Springfield 
in the Missouri Ozarks. 

Nine Children Unharmed. 

Essery made no attempt to harm 
Shockley’s nine ‘other children, 
most of whom were asleep. 

Helen was killed as she at- 
tempted to telephone her aunt, 
Mrs. Luke O' Connor, who lives 
on a nearby farm. 

When she heard the shots that 
killed Helen and couldn’t get a 
response from the girl, Mrs. 
O’Connor called the sheriff and 
then raced to the Shockley home 
with her husband. 

The O’Connors arrived just as 
Essery was leaving after shooting 
the four persons. He fired 14 
shots from his .22 caliber rifle at 
them as they crouched in their 
pickup truck. Neither was hit. 

Cunningham, arriving a few 
minutes later, found Helen dead 
from a bullet in her back, the 
receiver still in her hand. 

Essery was seized at the home 
of his father, Bill Essery, to whom 
he confessed the murders. When 
Cunningham arrived, the elder 
Essery told the officer: “Please 
come in. He’s here and you can 
have him.” 

Bought Weapon Yesterday. 

At Lebanon, Mc., Sheriff Neil 
Brown said young Essery lived 
alone on his farm and described 
him as a “hard-working young 
fellow.” He said Essery’s father 
also lived alone. 

Brown said Essery only yester- 
day purchased the rifle and seven 
boxes of shells at Marshfield. 

Shockley’s 13-year-old son, 
Jimmy, said Essery appeared at 
the home about 9 o’clock. Shock- 
ley met Essery at the rear door 
and a few minutes later Jimmy 
heard Essery say “go ahead.” 

There was a shot and Shockley 
fell dead in the doorway. 

Essery ran into the house and 
shot Helen. Shockley’s wife and 
mother were found dead in a pool 
of blood on a makeshift bed on 
the floor of one of the bedrooms.

Defeat of the Hawkins substi-

Senators. 

Senator Hawkins, in urging a 
full-scale crime inquiry in Mis- 
-souri, told the Senate that the 
Democratic plan had merit but 
that “it doesn’t go far enough.” 

Hawkins asserted Missourians 
have been “shocked by the revela- 
tions of the courageous Kefauver 
committee,” and by the report of 
the federal grand jury in Kansas 
City last year that it found evi- 
dence of “terrible lawlessness” 
and that gambling was a $35,500,- 
000-a-year business in that city. 

Hawkins pointed out there are 
more than 20 other unsolved 


murders in Kansas City, and that 
no one has ever been prosecuted 
for the theft from the Jackson 
County Courthouse vault of bal- 
lots impounded as evidence in a 
vote fraud case. 

Senator Chamier opposed the 
Hawkins proposal, saying that the 
best interests of the state can be 
served by a study to find any de- 
fects in criminal laws and their 
enforcement. Denying the charge 
of “whitewash,” the Democratic 
floor leader pledged that if he 
has anything to do with the study, 
it will be undertaken within a 
week or 10 days. And that it 
would be thorough and complete.

THE ARISTOCRAT OF BONDS 


There is an old saying in the 
Ozarks that “fish don’t bite ‘til 
the dogwoods bloom.” This holds 
true with bass and bluegill, but 
crappie are certainly an excep- 
tion to the rule. Crappie fishing 


is now in full swing and many 


large catches are being made. 
Most man-made lakes furnish ex- 
cellent crappie fishing. Wappa- 
pello, Lake of hte Ozarks, Taney- 
como, Norfork, and Clearwater 
are all productive, from the crap- 
pie fisherman’s viewpoint, and 
will remain so until the summer 
temperatures reduce the appetites 
of the fish. 

The two species of crappie, 
white and black, are known as 
the kings of the panfish.” This 
seems to be a misnomer, however, 


because white crappie, weighing 


up to five and one-fourth pounds, 
and black crappie, weighing up to 
three and one-half pounds, have 
been reported. This puts them in 
the class of the largest of our 
panfish, although the average 
weight is usually from 10 to 12 


ounces. They also have the dis- 


tinction of possessing the longest 
list of colloquial names of any 


species of fishes. Fifty-seven dif- | 


ferent names have been listed for 
these fish, varying from Camp- 
bellite to John Demon and from 
papermouth to razorback, but 
they are fun to catch and excel- 
lent to eat—a combination which 
accounts for their popularity. 
Many Ways to Catch Em. 
They can be caught by still- 
fishing, trolling, bait casting, fly 
fishing, spinning, and drift fish- 
ing. Crappie are school fishes and 
when one is caught, if the angler 
is cautious, others can usually be 
taken in the same spot before the 


school gets wary and moves away. 


Drift fishing is one of the most 
successful methods of taking this 
species. The boat is permitted to 
drift idly with the winds and cur- 
rent, np effort being made to con- 
trol it. The fishermen, usually 
using live minnows, make. their 
casts quite a distance away from 
the drifting boat and, after afew 
minutes have elapsed without a 
strike, the bait is retrieved and 


another cast made. This method | 


is continued until fish are found 
and then the boat is anchored a 
short distance from where the 
school is feeding. After the fish 
have been located, the limit can 
often be taken. Undue noises will 
drive the fish away and then the 
fishermen must locate another 
school if they are to have a suc- 
cessful day’s angling. 
: Crappie are found in practically 
every state, except some on the 
Pacifie coast.

NEW RUSSIAN BIG 4 |

PARIS, April 4 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union made a new proposal 
for a foreign ministers’ agenda 
today.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I should like to voice my disagree- 
ment with your recent editorial on Mrs. 
McCollum, entitled “One Woman’s 
Fight—for All.” How can you in fair- 
ness designate this a one-woman’s fight, 
when you know that this woman would 
not, have gotten to first base had she not 
received vigorous support? 

You insult the intelligence of many 
of your readers when you try to tell 

them that this one woman’s fight was 
“for all.” Actually, it was a fight for 
atheists, secuiarists and a minority of 
Protestants who have been led to be- 
lieve that we should have absolute sep- 
aration of church and state, and that 
for that reason there should be no re- 
ligious instruction in connection with 
our public schools. 

Mrs. McCollum has not won a victory 
for me, nor for the vast majority of 
Protestants and Catholics who do not 
want their children to grow up with the 
notion that religion is merely an ap- 
pendage to education, and that a com- 
plete education is possible when all 
religious elements have been excluded 
from the course of study. | 

Our public schools were built and 
are being maintained by our tax monies; 
they belong to us, and the great major- 
ity of us believe that we have the right 
to bring our religious faith to our chil- 
dren in the context of the schools, and 
that this can be done without violating 
the religious freedom of anyone con- 
cerned. 

By forging their own “constitutional 
principle” in the absence of one, as one 
of the judges frankly conceded, the 
Supreme Court has declared our public 
schools to be secular schools, which they 
were never intended to be. 

This unfair opinion of the Supreme 
Court has made many parents aware of 
the dangers inherent in an educational 
system that is being increasingly secu- 
larized, and has led to the founding of 
scores of Christian day schools.

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Strategy for a 514th Column 


The bedlam which a chain of department 
stores in Chicago created by offering coffee at 
19 cents a pound convinces us of one thing. We 
have got to watch out for subtler dangers from 
the enemy within than sabotage and germ 
warfare. 

A clever fifth column that was completely un- 
scrupulous might, it seems to us after the Chi- 
cago experience, put large segments of the 
country in a defenseless dither by offering beef- 
steak at 25 cents a pound. This staggering first 
blow could be followed up, in the best one-two- 
punch tradition, by putting milk up for sale at 
10 cents a quart.

It seems hardly possible that it was only in 
the past four years that some short-sighted 
Americans were holding up their hands in hor- 
ror and alarm at the thought of admitting thou- 
sands of displaced Europeans to this country.

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A Racing Wire Is Cut 

Less than a month ago, Missouri Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor announced that the state 
would take no immediate action to cut off West- 
ern Union wire connections to Pioneer News 
Service, the pipeline by which racing informa- 
tion reaches bookmakers im the St. Louis area. 

Today the wire connection has been cut. What 
did it was a simple request to Western Union by 
Edward L. Dowd, first assistant circuit attorney. 
Mr. Dowd seems to have been persuaded by the 
Kefauver hearings that Western Union’s leased 
wire, which brought racing news from the Ca- 
pone syndicate’s Continental Press Service to 
Pioneer, was being used in violation of the laws 
of Missouri. He notified Western Union to that 
effect, and Western Union cut the wire. 

It is rather amazing how the legal obstacles to 
this step have melted away under the heat of 
the Kefauver Committee’s investigation. A 
month ago Attorney General Taylor indicated 
that the state would have to wait until the 
United States Supreme Court ruled in Pioneer’s 
telephone case to decide whether state laws 
were being violated in the case of telegraph 
service. The state is still waiting—the whole 
affair is news to Gov. Smith, he says—but Mr. 
Dowd has acted. . 

Meanwhile, Democratic leaders of the Legis- 
lature talk of initiating a study of the gambling 
laws. Some Republican members want to set up 
a “little Kefauver” committee. Is more investi- 
gation what we really need? Are not the facts 
pretty clear already? It should not take a “little 
Kefauver” committee to show what the big Ke- 
fauver committee has already shown—that gam- 
bling as a big business can be hit by hitting its 
communications. Always provided, of course, 
that law enforcement officials want to hit it.

Authorizing 
$75,000,000 for insured mortgages, 
the bill provides that on default 
within one year the mortgagee 
would receive from the Federal 
Housing Administration 102.5 per 
cent of the unpaid balance of the 
mortgage; in two years he would 
get 102 per cent, three years 101 
per cent, four years 100 per cent 
and thereafter 99 per cent. 


Liberal Tax Benefits. 


The Wolcott bill, which is said 
to have been originally intended 
as a substitute for a defense 
housing measure killed in the 
House, also contains extremely 
liberal tax amortization provisions, 
According to one study that has 
been made, the following would 
be perfectly possible—and legal: 

Builder X could have the FHA 
loans on 60 individual houses for 
defense workers at $10,000 a 
house for a total of $600,000. Mr. 
X doesn’t have to put up anything 
but some raw land and his time. 
The bank, with up to 102 per cent 
protection from the FHA, lends 
the mortgage funds to the builder. 


After Mr. X has built the houses, 
for purposes of federal income 
taxes he may get a deduction of 
$100,000 a year on account of a 
purely theoretical depreciation 
that large amount. If Mr. X has 


the owner of up to $2,400,000 
worth of apartment buildings. But 
nobody else involved in the deal 
will lose a cent. In fact, they will 
all have made money.” 


Market Insulation. 


By various devices, according 
to the article, builders can take 
up to 12 per cent profit in cash 
out of a long-term mortgage loan 
backed up by the taxpayer's 
credit. “Because the whole 608 
program is insulated from the 
normal forces of a competitive 
market by Government insurance, 
neither the builder nor the lender 
need have the slightest concern 
with whether the apartments be- 
ing put up so fast today will be 
vacant tomorrow. Just what this 
means to building quality can be 
seen by contrasting 608 sharp- 
shooting with the program of a 
legitimate equity investor in ren- 
tal housing like the New York 
Life Insurance Co. New York 
Life's chief concern is to build as 
much long-term ‘livability’ value 
in its developments as it possibly 
can under current construction 
costs.

“They're just like anybody else,” she asserts. “You 
sometimes write as if you thought they were different, Dr. 
Popenoe. Look around you. You can't help admitting that 
they are no different from others.” 

I've been looking around for a long time, Mrs. D. So have 
others. Let’s consider women for the moment and ignore the 
men—it will be a little simpler. Psychologist L, M. Terman, 
after studying hundreds of them, found that “the typical di- 
vorced woman differs from both the happily and unhappily 
married in being more self-assertive, more ambitious, less 
docile, more of an individualist, more intellectual, less moved 
by sympathy and less interested in social welfare schemes: in 
short, her personality lacks the element of sweet femininity, 
but may command respect for its masculine qualities of rugged 
strength and self-sufficiency.”

HE DOESN’T SAY why those things are so. Some of the 
traits probably led her to fail in marriage and to get a divorce, 
in the first place; others were developed after her divorce, 
when she had to get out into the world of competition, I 
suppose. 

Psychologist Shirley Raines, found that divorced women 
(and men) scored high in the trait called “critical,” which is 
a nagging and fault-finding tendency. Again, they were not 
merely higher than the happily married, but also higher than 
the unhappily married in this respect. 

This “critical” tendency is a hard one to live with, whether 
it's in a spouse, mother-in-law or employer. If you suspect that 
you might have a touch of it yourself, or if anyone has ever 
told you that you have a tendency to nag, complain, criticize 
and find fault unduly, you'd better do something about it.

Poll Shows Visitors at City Art Museum Like 
Vermeer's Painting as First Choice, Cellini's 
Saltcellar as Second---The Experts Don't Agree

OW do twentieth century 

Midwesterners like the Old 

World art treasures that the 
Hapsburgs amassed in six cen- 
turies of European rule? 

To this question, the free show- 
ing of the Imperial Vienna Art 
Treasures at the City Art Muse- 
um supplies one answer—and an 
enthusiastic one. Crowds here 
are just about double those in 
other cities, where admission fees 
were charged. 

Diversity of the 279-piece col- 
lection, which will remain here 
through April 22, is matched by 
the variety of the backgrounds 
of spectators it has drawn. These 
“fans” include busy business men 
and leisurely pensioners, laborers 
and students, housewives and pro- 
fessional people: Judging from 
automobile license plates and 
casual conversations at the mu- 
seum, a sizable proportion in all 
walks of life has ‘come from dis- 
tant points—anywhere from Kan- 
sas to Ohio and from North Da- 
kota to the Gulf of Mexico. 

For the St. Louis museum, 
more than most other institutions 
of its kind, is a regional museum, 
and the unprecedented attend- 
ance here has provided a rare 
opportunity to obtain a cross 


section of art preferences in this 


part of the country. 

Top choices, an exclusive two- 
week poll conducted by the 
Post-Dispatch has shown, are, in 
order, Vermeer’s “Artist in His 
Studio,” Cellini’s gold saltcellar 
and Prudhon’s “Cradle of the 
King of Rome”—three works that 
reflect the diversity of the exhi- 
bition as a whole. 

Voting indicates visitors have 
responded to great art of many 
different kinds, even when their 
previous acquaintance with it was 
practically nil; that they have 
dared to follow their independent 
spirit of exploration, and have 
wanted their choices to count. 

The ballot has not been men- 
tioned in news stories, yet gal- 
lery-goers who heard of the poll 
and were not given ballots asked 
for them. A number voted by 
mail after pondering their de- 
cisions at home.

N informal poll of St. Louis 
A and visiting art authorities 

confirms an impression that 
comes as a surprise to practically 
nobody. This is that the modern 
man in the street hardly sees eye 
— 4 with today's experts in the 
ield. 

The huge Gobelin tapestries 
depicting military triumphs of 
Alexander the Great placed fifth 
in the public poll. Yet the work- 
manship of these hangings is quite 
foreign to the experience of most 
Americans. The baroque pictorial 
style, in the opinion .of art his- 
torians, is now outmoded, super- 
seded by a regard for .textures 
and formal design. At the Chi- 
cago Art Institute, where space 
was at a premium, these expen- 
sive works were not shown at all. 

The tapestries scored 563 points 
in St. Louis. Another voter, more-

ERMEER’S “ARTIST IN 

HIS STUDIO” is the pub- 

lic's favorite of the Vienna 
masterpieces at the City Art 
Museum. The Dutch painter’s 
renowned picture: scored 823 
points in a Post-Dispatch pop- 
ular favorite poll in Which 
2078 -ballots were cast, with 
first choice counting three 
points, second v and third 
one. .

the Bean,” by the Flemish 
painter Jordaens, 542; “Infanta 
Margareta Teresa Aged 3 in 
Pink,” by Velasquez, 401; 
Duerer’s “Martyrdom of the 
10,000 Christians,” 288; “Feast 
of Venus,” by Rubens, 245, and 
Correggio’s “Juriter and Io,” 


over, probably had the Gobelin 
tapestries in mind when, in ec- 
static. feminine script, she wrote 
in places provided for her first, 
second and third choices: “Tapes- 
tries! Tapéstries! Tapestries!” 


If so, her ballot would have 
added six points to the Gobelin 
pieces’ total, for museum workers, 
directed by Mrs. J. Bruce Stew- 
art, museum librarian, counted 
three points for first choice, two 
for second and one for third. 

The great Duerer had never 
been represented by a painting 
in a St. Louis exhibition, a mu- 
seum spokesman said. The Ger- 
man master’s “Martyrdom of the 
10,000 Christians” is small in 
comparison with most other pic- 
tures in the collection, and the 
Duerer received no publicity to 
call it to popular attention. The 
fact it amassed a total of 288 
points, ranking eighth in public 
favor, suggests popular alertness 
to art values—that, or an interest 
in gore. 

In the same small room with 
the German painting is Correg- 
gio’s “Jupiter and Io,” another 
surprising member of the 10 fa- 
vorites. Its rank is the more re- 
markable when one considers how 
incomprehensible the theme must 
be to most viewers here.

fancy free rein over all manner 
of objects in the collection. Tied 
for eleventh place, for instance,

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were two rather dissimilar ob- 
jects—the fist-sized emerald oint- 
ment jar and the towering horse 
armor of Maximilian I, each with 
216 points. . 

These choices, museum officials 
feel, may have been influenced 
by newspaper publicity. Such 
could not have been the case, 
however, with the public’s twen- 
tieth preference, Christoph Jam- 
nitzer’s chief works, his silver-gilt 
ewer and basin, with their enor- 
mously intricate symbolic reliefs, 
Leda and the swan on the cover. 


Comments of viewers showed 
popular admiration came from 
sheer amazement at the amount 
of labor and craftsmanship ex- 
pended on two such small objects. 
“With all our mechanical effi- 
ciency,” one visitor said, 
could never duplicate pieces like 
that today:“ i 

Most St. Louis artists are not 
impressed by mere quantitative 
. Its im- 
portance in the public mind, they 
have suggested, may account for 
some of the popularity of the 
Gobelin tapestry series and for 
that of the hael goblet, twen- 
ty-seventh in the poll. 


The leading marvel, of course, 
has been the opulent and glowing 
top favorite by Vermeer, with its 
almost palpable treatment of 
light, atmosphere and textures. 
In the St. 
ideally placed, hanging in a re- 
mote and restful gallery, with 
daylight for illumination. Con- 
templation is invited by the sur- 
roundings; 
studied the painting for hours. 


Other factors in the Vermeer’s 
selection by many persons may 
have been the late Andrew Mel- 
lon’s reported offer of $1,000,000 
for the canvas and Hitler’s pur- 
chase of it for $1,120,000, con- 
trasted with the artist’s humble 
financial status in his lifetime. 

In a slightly less extensive pub- 
lic poll at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, New York, the Vermeer 
also led the list, followed imme- 
diately by the: Rembrandt self- 
portrait, which placed only fif- 
teenth here. In 19 days in New 
York, ballots were cast by 1754 
paying customers, compared with 
2078 visitors in 14 days at the 
free St. Louis showing. 
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ARAVAGGIO’S “Madonna of 

the Rosaries,” which ranked 

ninth in New York and fourth 
here, has the power to fascinate 
in its own right. The gigantic 
altarpiece, placed in a dominant 
position in the largest gallery de- 
voted to paintings, has attracted 
more than its share of viewers. 
Many have remarked on the 
striking drama of the bold light-

sanna and the Elders” among 
their top three favorites; so did 
most of St. Louis authorities, and 
the same highly original painting 
ranked third even in New York’s 
popular poll. But in St. Louis, 
which has n the scene of 
some little controversy over nud- 
ity in art, Susanna in all her 
innocent beauty was relegated to 
a tie for seventeenth place. 
St. Louis in mid-century, how- 
ever, seems in line with the times 
in neglect of sculpture. Twenty- 
five handsome and important Re- 
naissance bronzes from Vienna 
captured a total of only 61 points. 


In New York and St. Louis, all 
art authorities ranked Titian’s 
great nudes and portraits at or 
near the top, though both public 
polls passed over the Titians with 
light votes. Two Titians head the 
list of Fred Hartt of Washington 
University. Museum Director 
Perry T. Rathbone’s unqualified 
favorite, the shimmering impres- 
sionistic “Nymph and Shepherd,” 
by Titian, received only 22 points 
in the St. Louis poll.

From the public, it re- 
ceived a total of only 29 points. 


As at most art shows, many 
visitors came to see each other. 
One man’s favorite object in the 


collection, he wrote, was “the 
blonde in slacks.” Another found 
the 21-gallery course exhausting. 
He reported he was most happy 
when he saw “those comfortable 
chairs in the lounge.”

West opened the king of hearts, 
and declarer ended up by losing 
two heart tricks, three spades and 
one club. 

In the discussion that followed, 
both North and South admitted 
that they had made questionable 
bids—North, by bidding three 
spades over three clubs, and 
South, by carrying on to the spade 


. game—but each partner pointed 


out that he had been somewhat 
“on the spot.” North said that he 
had certainly not wanted to sell 
out to three clubs, after having 
passed a very fair hand originally; 
and South said that in view of 
the redouble and the spade raise 
from across the table, it had 
seemed pretty cowardly to “hang” 
a trick short of gamé. 

Whatever can be said for or 
against these respective argu- 
ments, the more pertinent point 
to observe is that a ht change 
in the auction would have elim- 
inated; all “problems.” In the 
system used by North-South 
South was forced to pass over two 
clubs because a bid at this point 
would show additional values, but 
a great many experts disagree 
with this premise! Observe the 
fundamental difference if South 
had bid two diamonds over 
East’s two clubs! Now, if West 
made his same three-club call, 
North would have the ob- 
vious and safe three-diamond bid 
available—and of course South 
would pass.

MOZART: String Quartets No. 14 in G Major (K. 387) and 
No. 15 in D Minor (K.421), played by the Budapest String Quartet. 
(Columbia, one 12-inch 33144 RPM.) 

Both quartets are delivered with great authority in clear-cut, 
strongly propelled, convincingly inflected performances. A little 
more delicacy of tone would have helped; and the first violin is 
often too prominent in the D Major quartet. They are still impres- 
sive performances.

BACH: Violin Concerto No. 2 in E Major: played by Szymon 
Goldbesg and the Philharmonia Orchestra under Walter Susskind. 
(Decea, one 10-inch 33% RPM.) 

The slow movement is beautiful in every particular — in its 
sound, its delicate shading, its long-breathed supple phrasing. “By 
comparison the two fast movements seem featureless, The orchestral 
accompaniment is sound, well balanced and vital ia its tone. The 
recording is excellent. 3

BEETHOVEN: Piano Concerto No. 3 in C Minor: played by 
Clara Haskill and the Winterhur Symphony Orchestra under Henry 
Swoboda. (Westminster, one 12-inch 3344 RPM.) 

Miss Haskill and associates present a well thought-out and 
effectively delivéred performance. One questions not the playing 
but details of the conception which requires too many changes of 
pace and a little too much affetuoso treatment of certain passages 
in the first and third movements. The second theme of the first 
movement doesn’t have to be broadened in. order to have a con- 
trasting character. The momentum of both fast movements is 
hobbled in this performance. The slow movement, however, has 
an expressive, moving gravity. Though the Winterhuhr Orchestra 
doesn’t have the best soloists it is a responsive, vigorous instrument.
